LOOKS AT THE NITTY 


MIKE JOHNSTON 
GRITTY OF PLAYING THE IMPROVING 
ISRAELIS 


AUSTRALIA did have to fight for that 
1-1 draw against Israel in Tel Aviv. 


Like many other 
people I saw a 
tremendous battle into 
the early hours of the 
Monday morning, as 
that vital point was 
secured by Charlie 
Yankos’ glorious free 
kick. 

I was surprised at 
the various commenta- 
tors and guest experts, 
who at half time gave 
great praise to Austra- 
lia and considered 
them a good thing to 
win the game in the 
second half. 

An uncohesive and 
tense Israel had played 
very badly for half an 
hour, which allowed 
Australia to attack 
quite a lot though not 
very im ively. 

This left alkeersc 
Bonni Ginzberg need- 
ing to make only one 
save in that half. Sub- 
sequently he had very 
little to do in the game. 

What the commen- 
tators and experts sur- 
prisingly ignored was 
the improving attack- 
ing cohesion of the 
Israelis, which became 
sustained during the 10 
minutes before half 
time, and not the five 
minutes which was 
shrugged off as insigni- 
ficant by our people. 

I expected that 
attacking pressure 
would continue in the 
second half, because it 
was based on good in- 
dividual Soccer skills, 
and I did not think the 
Aussies could match it. 

So it proved, 

The Israelis attacked 
almost non-stop for all 
of the second half. 

As we have seen in 
the past, the Aussies 
had to draw upon their 
grit and determina- 
tion, plus their defen- 
sive organisation and 
considerable defensive 
skill to keep them out. 

We were not able to 
‘play’ them as Frank 
Arok considers his 
team is able to do 


against this level of 
opposition, and we 


may not be able to do 


so in the home encoun- 
ter either. 


Israel is a good, skil- 


ful side with some very 
good defenders. 


That is not to say we 


cannot beat them. 


We have our own 


strengths, just one of 
these being the power 
and ability of Charlie 
Yankos at free-kicks 
around the box. 


However, as we 


discovered when play- 
ing a very skilful South 
Korean side some two 
years ago, we still 
languish when trying 
to keep possession of 
the ball when we are 
under the hammer. 


This is down purely 


to the technical ability 


of our players. 

To be able to control 
the ball under pressure 
and pass it to the right 
player, with the right 
weight and accuracy at 
the right time — that is 
what keeping posses- 
sion is all about. 

This ability comes 
from playing in a high 
standard local com- 
petition week in, week 
out, year in, year out. 

Which brings us to 
our National Leaguc 

It is eee but 
not quickly enough. 

It is not good 
enough to condition 
our national players to 
be able to handle high 
standard international 
teams. 

As mentioned in 
previous articles, we 
need some internatio- 
nal standard overseas 
players to be brought 
into our National 
League clubs, perhaps 
one per club to boost 
the standard. 

It will cost money — 
find the money! 

Additionally, State 
capital cities — Can- 
berra, Perth, Hobart, 
Newcastle and Bris- 
bane, with truly repre- 
‘sentative. clubs, — must 
be brought into the 
league.

idea of a ‘Super League’. 


Like a disagreeable 
relative, it has reap- 
peared time and time 
again, just when every- 
one thought it had 
been safely got rid of. 

Last (northern) sum- 
mer, the concept 
sprang rudely into the 
headlines once again, 
with a helping hand 
from ITV, who initial- 
ly saw it as an integral 
part of their proposed 
new TV deal. 


‘One of the problems ~ 


with trying to discuss 
the Super League 
rationally — and the 
volume of rubbish 
written and spoken on 
the subject is astound- 
ing — is that it has 
meant different things, 
at different times, to 
different people. 

All versions involve 
a slimmed-down ver- 
sion of the First Divi- 
sion, but they differ on 
how many teams this 
should contain, how 
they should be chosen, 
and whether or not 
there should be scope 
for promotion and re- 
legation. 

Many reasons have 
been put forward in 
support of the various 
proposals, perhaps the 
most common being 
that the English natio- 
nal team would benefit 
if the top players had 
fewer league games to 
occupy themselves 
with. 

The example of 
countries such as Italy 
and West Germany 
(both now with 18- 
team Premier Divisons) 
was widely invoked for 
many years. 

However, this line 
of argument has be- 
come less and less 
noticeable in recent 
years, as it has dawned 
on the League’s top 
clubs (who naturally 
enough are the main 
proponents of a Super 
League), that fewer 
teams means fewer 
matches, and therefore 
less money coming in 
at the gate. 

And this, rather 
than any altruistic con- 
cerns for the health of 
the game nationally, is 
the mainspring of the 
Super League debate 
— money. 

This rather grubby 
fact of football life be- 
came glaringly obvious 
when the Super 
League ideas first 
came somewhere near 
to becoming reality, in 
1986. 

Faced with declining 
attendances and TV 
interest, the top dozen 
or so clubs decided 
that they were sub- 
sidising the rest of the 
League to an un- 
acceptable extent. 

They reasoned in 
particular that the 
clubs which were reg- 
ularly shown on TV 
should keep more of 
the money paid by the 


TV companies for 
coverage rights, in- 
stead of sharing it with 
the smaller clubs (from 
which, of course, most 
of their players origin- 
ated). 


The answer, they 


believed, was to form - 


their own League, con- 
sisting only of those 
clubs with big follow- 
ings, regardless of the 
current status of the 
team. 

The fact that so 
many ‘big’ clubs have 
contrived to produce 
thoroughly mediocre 
teams in the last de- 
cade or so was not seen 


as a hindrance. 

The list of famous, 
well-supported clubs 
who have surrendered 
to the clammy grip of 
Division Two (and be- 
low in some cases) in 
the last 10-15 years is a 
lengthy one — you 
could start with 
Wolves, Sunderland, 
Newcastle, Chelsea, 
West Ham, Aston Vil- 
la, Leeds, Manchester 
City, Tottenham, 
Manchester United. 


No pressure 

So when the Super 
League proposal first 
pushed itself into the 
spotlight, its cham- 
pions decided to 
eliminate this un- 
fortunate element of 
chance by doing away 
with the troublesome 
matter of relegation in 
their new paradise. 

Few could argue 
with any-conviction 
that such an uncom- 
petitive arrangement 
would do anything but 
harm to English foot- 
ball, particularly the 75 
or so clubs excluded 
from the plans of the 
elite. 

The money motive 
was out in the open. 

As it turned out, the 
threat from the big 
clubs was enough in it- 
self to secure most of 
what they wanted.
